The fruit will be sold by the Fed­ 
eral authorities as an inferior grade. 
“ It appeared front the evidence in 
this case," said Judge Landis, "that 
the oranges are taken from the trees 
when the color of the rind is green, 
that tho oranges are then placed in 
a packing house and in periods 
of 
twenty-four and forty-eight, hours are 
subjected to a heat, of 94 to 96 de­ 
grees, and that as a part of the pro­ 
cess pans of water are placed on the 
stoves used for heating, the result 
being ultra-humid conditions, the ef­ 
fect of which is to bring out a yellow 
color. 
“ There is also evidence that this 
process changes to some extent the 
interior of the orange. The evidence 
of the growers is unanimous that the 
fruit when picked in this case was 
immature and unripe. 
My judgment 
is that I hose oranges are picked when 
it is pretty clear that they are not 
good fruit products and that this pro­ 
cess results in a color that does con­ 
ceal from tile consuming public the 
true condition of the oranges.” 
The attorney for the defense had 
argued that the sweating process 
is 
merely a hastening of the natural ev­ 
olution and therefore could not be 
considered adulteration. 
Tile government attaches much im­ 
portance to the case, as 
it 
alleges 
thai a majority of the oranges ship­ 
ped early in the season from the in­ 
terior i.istricts in the last two years 
have been "sweated.” 
Tile oranges are to be sold instead 
of being destroyed, because the law 
gives the court discretion as to their 
disposition.
